THE WOLF-CHASE SUIT.

The Defendants Will Carry Tt to the So-
premea Court, if Neoessary.

Messrs, Eaton and Rinehart went to
Greenshurg vesterday with intent to enter
suit against Dr. Grimes, Panl Hacke et al,
for killing wolves in pursuance of the ob-
ject of training young Russinn wolf
hounds. Dr. Grimes makes light of the
matter. He says that =0 long as people sre
allowed tn pursue rabbits, which are not in
the least eruel, as are wolves; so long as the
Supreme Court regards shooting pigeons
froma trap sz more merciful than the
ordinary butchery of birds prosecuted in
the woods, so long as the wolf is an out-
lawed animal, on whose head all States set
a price by paying bounties for their
sealps and ss  one of the animals
was known to be o vicious that the'eus-
todians of Schenley Park wanted him put
out of his misery, ther, the defendsnts, will
not allow the training of their honnds to be
negleoted on acconnt of the hysterical howls
of n lot of old women.

Dr. Grimes furthier wants to know, as the
States ‘encourage the killing of wolves,
whether those who kill them are under obli-
gitions to have them electrocated or first
rendered insensible by the use of anmwsthet-
iex. He further says that if the Humane
Soriety get a verdict against them they will
carry the ease to the Supreme Court, and
possibly follow it by bringing suit against
-the society for malicious prosecution.

STEELING'S CONFINEMENT

A Celi-Mate Says That He Was In a Very
Weak Condition,

Furthur particulars are coming to light
concerning the confinement of James Ster-
ling for 60 days in the “whitehouse” of the
workhouse. Joseph Howard, a resident of
Brownsville, who was released from the
workhouse vesterday, says that when the
muanuseript’ was found oo Sterling he was
threatened with the dungeon if he did not
reveal the names of the party or parties
from whom ke got his information, He
steadfastly refused to betruy his informant
and was thrust in the “‘whitehouse.”

Howard was confined in the dungeon
with Sterling for ten days and learned the
story from hie own lips. Howard suvs Ster-
ling is 80 weak apd emaciated now that he
eannot stand on his feet. Several days ago
Mike Hennessey, an old man, was about to
be rel , when it was learned he carried

a me from Sterling to some of his
friends on the outside. Howard savs Hen-

nessey was promptly re-committed for 50

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'TAX REFORM PLANS.

Colonel Price, the Extensive Iron
Manufacturer, Here to Boom

A BUSINESS MAN'S CONFERENCE.

[ =
The Present System Entirely Too Compli~
cated and Unfair.

NOT ANY POLITICS IN THE MOVEMENT

Colonel ,J. Price, of Seranton, Pa., an ex-
tensive iron manufacturer, Viee President
of the National Board of Trade, and Presi-
dent of the Scranton Board of Trade, was in
Pittsburg yvesterday. He was a gnest at the
Duquesne Club and during the day he met
and talked with many Pittsburz manu-
facturers. Colonel Price is an ardent ad-
vocate of tax reform, and he is the recog-
nized head of the movement looking to a
conference of all the business interests of
the State to formulate a representstive con-
vention to revise the tax laws and to secure
the passage by the Legislature of a tax law
that will bear equally and fairly on all the
interests of the State.

Colonel Price is an active roung business
man. He has large interests at Scranton,
Philadelphia and New York, and he be-
lieves the tax system of Pennsylvaniais
fanlty, and demands revision and recon-
struction. The Colonel spent several honrs
vesterday with J. D. Weeks, who will be
one of the 30 representatives who will
gather at Harrisburg early in February to
cousider plans for revising the tax system,

Tryiog to Untangle the System,

“The tax system ot Pennsylvania is won-
derfully confused and muddled,” Colonel
Price said. ““Our effort mow is if possible
to untangle the system so as to protect all
our varied interests. In our conference we
will bave five representatives from each
branch of business. We will moet in Har-
burg, and in an informal way we will talk
the maiter over to see if we can get together
on any satisfaetory system. If we find our
conference agreeable then we will arrange
for a _covention to he held next fall, ut
which a tax measure will be formulated.”

“*What is responsible for our present con-
fused tax system?” was asked.

“The interests themselves,” he replied.
The rapid development of our natural gas
our petroleum, and our iron, has worked
changes in our indnstrial workd, and each of
these, probably throngh politicians, have
secured rights and favors toihe diadvantage
of other interests. The system has been
changed frequently, and it has fever heen
looked upon as permanent. In shifting
about to protect one interest or 1o favor an-
other the svsiem has become g sort of patch
work unsatisfactory to all. T have been
greatly enconraged in my work for reform
by finding that nearly everybody looks at
the matter just as I do.

The County C issi Repr ted.

“The County Commissioners in every
county in the State are interested, and they
have already appointed a representative to
wattend our conference. The Grangers will
be represented by their Legisiative Com-
mittee, and we have every reason to believe
that a happy result will attend our meeting,
and that o fair and satisfactory tax system
will be constructed at our convention to be
«held Ister on.™

“Does your contemplated work have any
political significance,”” was asked.

“None whatever. Qur efforts are in be-
half of the whole people. The tax laws of
the State must be framed without political
feeling or political eolor. We will go into
the Auditor General's office and tabulate
the corporations and the tax they pay. We
will bave tabulated tlre property and the
tax paid upon it in the offices of the County
Commissioners. We will find ont where
there is high valuation and a low tax rate,
aud where there is low valoation and a high
tax rate. All this we will endeavor to
equalize and straighten out, and above sall
we will strive to formula‘e a law that can
be understood.

Plenty of Complicated Cases,

“At present the Auditor General's nffice
is crowded with complicated cases arising
out of our muddled tux system. The Au-
ditor General refers the cases tothe At-
torney General, and by turn they are thrown
into the courts. The courtsare overcrowded
with them, and when they are disposed of
there are conflicting opinions just as the
oourt deciding them is surrounded by
prejudice or interest. You know courts are
only men st best, and their decisions have
only further muddled the tax muddle.”

“What is your politics?” was asked the
Calonel.

“I am not much of a politician. T onl
take the interest in politics that every go
citizen should take. " I was formerly a Re-
publicun but T am now a Cleveland Demo-
crat. His position on tarifi’ legislution con-
verted me. I am, vou know, a mana-
facturer, and am therefore interested, but
I am satisfied that Mr. Cleveland has the
right idea on the tariff question. Time, I
think, will eertainly prove his position a
sound, sensible one.™

Colonel Price left for his home in Scran-
ton last night. He will return to Pitts-
burg again before the February conference
is held. .

ALL TIN NOT IN WALES. |

The Rich Deposits 1. s diorsla and Aus-
tralia—The Sapply in the Latter Conntry
Practieally Unlimited—How It Was Dis-
covered.

“The, tin production of the future is
largely -located in Australia,’ said a well-
known - chemist” yesterday. “Twenty-five
years ago the entireatin production of the
world was below 15,000 tons a year, and
now Australia alone yields considera-
bly more than that quantity. If you
have notieed anything about it you must
bave rewarked the newspapers that are dls-
cussing the subject of “T'in and the Tarifi®
speak as though the mines of Cornwall and
Wales—the ancient Cassiterides, which
were originally worked by the Romans—are
st1ll supplying the world. This is ‘not so,
however, by any means, The Australian
mines have an importance of their own and
of a distinctive character. Talking sbout
duty, up to 1837 the Duke of Cornwall re-
eeived a duty of §19 46 on every ton of tin
mined in Cornwall. This discouraged the
Cornishmen, and, while the matter was
agitating Parliament, a good many miners
emigrated rather than remain and starve.
So, when finally the duty was taken off, it
was found that the number of miners and
their capital of enthusiassm were lessened,
and that it was costing too much fo work
the old mines. Henee the ontlook was not
promising in those days, which marked the
commencement of the modern era of British
tin production. The sequel was marked.
While the abolition of the dnty was under
diseussion a deal of lawlessness occurred
among the miners, of whom there were
some transported.

*They have a quaint couplet, which runs:
“We 'uns knows tin, like priests know sin!’
Prospecting about while confined there in
penal servitnde, those men readil
nized tin when they eame to see it in the
beds of the ereeks, or underneath the basalt
in the old river basius. Wisely keeping
their codnsel, they had plans for profiting
by their discoveries, when, in anticipated
time, transportation should be sbolished.
But, although this ocenrred in 1853, it wus
more than 15 yvears before the conviets who
had diseavered the metal were free to mine
it. Then came thé Australian gold fever,
and almost strange to say, those.mén turned
from gold digging to tin mining. When our
Californin miners found, vears ago, o mag-
nificent tin deposit in the Temescal Hill
just helow Los Angeles, the silver and gol
proved so much more attractive that they
neglected the tin. But in New South
Wales it was different, and the Cornishmen
went to digging. That was the beginning
of the New England mining.

“The second year the export reached 4,571
sne.

A CLAIM FOR $10,000 ENTERED.

Charges of False Arrest to Prevent Testi-
mony Being Given.

Harry Wells  vesterday entered suit
against John K. Durr, the holel proprietor,
for £10,000 damages for alleged false arrest.
Wells states that in October, 1891, he came
from Buite City, Mont., where his home
now is, to testify in the divorce suit be-
tween Durr and his wife. Durr, he alleges,
had threatened in Morgantown, W, Va.,
Wells' native town, that if Wells eame
here to testify in the case, he would have
him arrested.

When Wells was in Pitisburg, on his
errand to give his testimony, Durr trumped
a charge of Jarceny against him, he alleges,
and had him arrested. Having no friends
here Wells was compelled togo to jail where
he remained some time before he was dis-
charged. He now asks $10,000 damages for
the indignity he suflerei.

A CHARGE OF COLLUSION.

The Failnre of a Clothing Firm Causes

Abrams nlleges that Moltz represented to
him that he was doing a paying business
and owed no money. The judgments given
to Solomon and Bennett on which execu-
tions were issued, he claims, were given
without consideration, snd were in pursu-
ance of an arrangement between the three
whereby Moltz was to obtain eredit fora
large amount of goods, and as soon as the

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A LIBRARY SITE SAVED.

How the Carnegles Are Making Use of the
City Poor Farm—Buillings Which Have
Already Been Erected—Features of the
Near Fature.

The old City Farm, located at Homestead,
on the banks of the Monongahela river, and
purchased about one year ago by Carnegie,
Phipps & Co,, is rapidly being transformed
into a manufucturing town, and will shortly
prove a waluable adjudet to the already
prosperous and most thriving little eity of
Homestead. Immediately after the purchase
of the City Farm site by the Carnegie firm,
they commenced to extend their plant and
erected thercon numerous bnildings. Among
the number is a mammoth new beam mill,
the largest and most complete of the kind
in the world.

There is also a depariment for the press-
inz and shaping of armor plates, an immense
machine shop, an electric light plant, alarge
warehouse for storing refractories and other
materinls used in the works, But, with all
the buildmngs above mentioned, there is
still space enongh left to erect any number
of departments that may be required in years
to come. However, only that portion of
the property Iving below the P., V. & C.
and ., McK. & Y. railronds, and extend-
ing along the river bank A« far as the
Homestead berough line, will be reserved
for manufacturing sites. All that portion
of the valusble farm that lies above the
Eighth avenue extension, and reachimg out
over the hill above Munhall nearly ahalf
mile in length, will be placed on the mar-
ket as building lots, e plan of lots has
just been completed and shows that there
are 387 lote in all, with a frontage of 50 feet
and o depth of 110 feet each.

But the most important feature in the
plan is the reserving of a library site be-
tween Louise and Margaret and Tenth and
Eleventh streets, the dimensions of which
are 240x300 feet. Upon this site Mr. Car-
negie contemplates the erection of a free
library, which he will present to the town.
